NUMBER ST-1 
Small (6 to 8) and Large (10 to 12) 


You Need: Columbia-Minerva 
NANTUK SPORTS YARN (2 oz. pull skein): 
1 skein each of ColorsA,B, &C 


Needle: One ‘Boye’ crochet.hook Size G (H) 


tog — together 
inc — increase 
dec — decrease 


Gauge on Size G hook: 4 dc to 1”; 2 rows to 1” 


On Size H hook 7 dc to 2” 


Front: With Size G (H) hook and Color A — 
ch 2, work 10 sc in 2nd ch from hook. 

Join with sl st to first sc. 

Row 2: Draw up loop on hook to measure 1°’, 
* in next sc work [yo, draw up a loop] 3 times, 
yo & through all 7 loops on hook for a bean st, 
ch 1, repeat from * around, join with sl st to 
top of first st: 10 bean sts, sl st in space. 

Row 3: Ch 3, work 2 dc in same space for 

% corner, ch 1, 3.dc in next space for top of 
square, ch 1; in next space work 3dc,ch2& 3 
de for corner; [ch 1, 3 dc in next space] twice 
for side of square; ch 1, in next space work 
3dc,ch 2 & 3dc for corner; ch 1, 3 dc in next 
space for bottom of square, ch 1, work corner 
in next space, [ch 1, 3 dc in next space] twice 
for other side, ch 1, 3 dc in same space as first 
group, ch 2, join to top of ch-3, fasten off. 
‘Row 4: With loop of B on hook, work 3 dc for 
Y% corner in any corner of previous row, ch 1, 
work 3 dc & ch 1 in each space with 

3dc,ch 2 & 3dc in each of the 3 corners, end 
ch 1, 3 dc in same corner as first % corner, 

ch 2, join to first de, fasten off. 

Working 1 row each of C,B & A, repeat Row 
4: top edge has 5 dc groups between corners 
and sides have 6 groups between. 

Row 8: With loop of B on hook — work 3dc 
for % corner in right hand corner of top edge, 
repeat Row 4, do not fasten off. 

Row 9: Ch 3, 2dc in same corner, * 1 dcin 
each dc of each group & 1 dc between groups 
to next corner space, 3dc,ch 2 & 3dc in 
corner, ch 1, * [3 dc & ch 1] 8 times, corner 

in next corner, repeat from * to * once, work 
to end, join, do not fasten off. 


Strap: Ch 3, work 1 dc in each of next 8 dc on 
top edge, ch 3, turn. 

Rows 2 through 7: 1 dc in each dc; work off 
last 2 loops of last dc on Row 7 with A. 

Rows 8 & 9: With A — repeat Row 2, fasten. 
Join yarn in 9th de from other side, ch 3, 

work to correspond to other strap. 


Sides: On right side join C in 3rd dc of 2nd 


dc group below top left corner, ch 3 for first dc, 


1 de in each dc of each group & 1 dc between 
groups, end with 1 dc in next corner space, 

ch 3, turn. 

Row 2: 1 dc in each st to last st, work off last 
2 loops of last dc with A, ch 3, turn. 

Row 3: With A — work 1 dc in each dc, work 
off last st with B. With B — work 1 more row, 
fasten off. Starting in lower right corner, work 
other side the same. 
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Lower Edge: On right side, join B in side of 
first B row, ch 3 for first dc, 1 more dc in 
same row, 2 dc in each of next 3 rows, 1 dc 
in each dc across, 2 dc in each row to end, 
work off last dc with A, ch 3, turn. 

Rows 2 & 3: Work 1 dc in each dc; work off 
last 2 loops of last dc of Row 3 with B. Work 
2 more rows of B and 2 rows of C. Fasten off. 


Front: Same as back. Seam shoulders & sides. 
On right side with C — crochet 1 row of sc 
around lower edge. Join, fasten off. 

With A — on right side crochet 1 row of sc 
around armholes & neck.

You Need: Columbia-Minerva 
SWEATER & AFGHAN YARN 
(2 oz pull skein) or 


NANTUK 4-PLY KNITTING YARN 
(4 oz skein) or 


FEATHER-DOWN (2 oz skein): 


Color A — 4 ozs (Scarlet) 
Colors B,C,D & E: 2 ozs each (Navy, Yellow, 
White & Green) 


Needles: One pair each ‘‘Boye”’ Sizes 5 & 7 
Gauge: 11 sts to 2"’; 13 rows to 2” 


Pat # 1 
Row 1 — Right side: With B — K. 
Row 2: P. 


Row 3: With C — with yarn at back, sl 1 as if 
to P, * K 2,sl 1, repeat from * across. 

Row 4: With yarn in front sl 1,* P 2,sl 1, 
repeat from * across. 

Rows 5&6: Repeat Rows 3 & 4. 

Rows 7 & 8: With B — repeat Rows 1 & 2. 


Pat #2 

In St St work 2 rows each of A,D,E &C. 
Pat #3 

Rows 1 & 2: With A— K 1 row & P 1 row. 


Row 3: K 1D,*5A, 10D, repeat from * across. 


Note: Carry unused yarn loosely across wrong 
side. 

Row 4: P with matching colors. 

Row 5: K1A,10,3A,*10,1A,10,3A, 
repeat from * across,end K 1D,1A. 


Row 6: P1A,* 2D,1A, repeat from * across. 
Row 7: K2A,* 3D,3A, repeat from * across, 


end3D,2A. 


Row 8: P3A,* 1D,5A, repeat from * across, 


end 1D,3A. 
Rows 9 & 10: With A — K 1 row & P 1 row. 


Pat #4 
In St St work 2 rows each of C,E, D&A. 


Pat #5 

Rows 1& 2: With A — K 1 row &P 1 row. 
Row 3: K 3A,* 1D,5A, repeat from * 
across,end 1D,3A. 

Row 4: P with matching colors. 

Row 5: K2A,* 1:.0D,1A,1D,3A, repeat 
from * across,end1D,1A,1D,2A. 
Row 6: P1A,*2D,sI1,P2D,1A, repeat 
from * across. 

Row 7: K2A,* 3D,3A, repeat from * 
across,end 3D,2A. 

Row 8: P3A,* 1D,5A, repeat from * 
across,end 1D,3A. 


Back: With Size 5 needles & Color A — cast 

on 84 (90-96) sts. K 1 & P 1 in ribbing for 3”, 
inc’ing 1 st at end of last row. 

Change to Size 7 needles & P the 85 (91-97). 
Work pats #1,2,3,4,1,2&5. 

Armholes: With A — bind off 8 sts at beg of 
next 2 rows. Dec’ing 1 each side every other 
row 4 times, work Pat # 4. Continue on the 

61 (67-73) sts: Work Pats #1, 2,3, 4, 1 and 
two (4-6) rows of pat #2. 

Shoulders: With next color bind off 13 (15-17) 
sts at beg of next 2 rows. SI rem’‘ing 35 (37-39) 
to a holder for neck. 

Front: Work same as back to armholes. 
Armholes & Neck: Bind off 8 sts, work next 
16 (18-20) and sl to a holder, work center 

35 (37-39) and sl them to 2nd holder for neck, 
work to end. Next row bind off 8 sts, work to 
end. Dec’ing 1 st at armhole every other row 4 
times, working in same pat sequence as on back 
armhole. Continue on the 13 (15-17) sts to 
match back armhole. Bind off. Join yarn at 
opposite neck edge and work other side. 


Neckband: Sew left shoulder seam. On right 
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@ 
side with Size 5 needles & Color A — K the 
35 (37-39) neck sts, pick up & K 42 (44-46) 
along other side, place marker on needle, K the 
35 (37-39) neck sts, place a marker, pick up & 
K 42 (44-46) along other side. Sl’'ing markers 
every row, K 1 & P 1 in ribbing, dec’ing 1 st 
each side of each marker every row 6 times. 
Bind off in ribbing. 
Armbands: Sew open shoulder seam, joining 
neckband. With Size 5 needles & Color A — 
pick up & K 104 (108-112) around armholes. 
K 1&P 1 in ribbing for 5 rows. Bind off. 
Sew side seams.

NUMBER ST-3 
Small (6 to 8), Medium (10 to 12), Large (14). 


You Need: Columbia-Minerva 
FEATHER-DOWN (2 oz pull skein): 

3 (3-4) skeins of Color A and 1 skein each 
of B&C 


Needles: One pair each ‘’Boye’’ Sizes 5 & 7 





Gauge: 5 sts to 1"; 13 rows to 2” 


Front: With Size 5 needles & Color A — cast 
on 76 (82-88). K 1&P 1 in ribbing for 2”. 
Change to Size 7 needles. Work in St St for 
1%"", end on wrong side. Follow chart in St St, 
working from H to L (M-N) then from L (M-N) 
to H, joining colors as needed for each color 
section. Work the 47 rows to armholes. Width 
is 15 (16%-17%)”’. 
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NML H 
A=SCARLET B=BLACK C= YELLOW 


Armholes: Still following chart, bind off 4 at 
beg of next 2 rows. Dec 1 st each side every 
other row 6 times. Work on the 56 (62-68) sts 
to 44 (46-48) rows above underarm as indicated 
on chart. 


Neck & Shoulder: Work 24 (25-26) & sl them to 
a holder, work center 8 (12-16) & sl them to 2nd 
holder for neck, work to end. Bind off 2 sts at 
neck twice then dec 1 st at same edge every row 
4 times. Bind off 8 sts at armhole once then 

8 (9-10) at same edge once. Starting at opposite 
neck edge, work other side. 


Back: With Color A only, work same as front 
with same number of rows to underarm. Shape 
armholes as on front working on the 56 (62-68) 
sts to match front armholes. 

Shoulders: Bind off 8 sts at beg of next 2 rows 
then 8 (9-10) at beg of next 2 rows. SI rem’ing 
24 (28-32) sts to a holder for neck. 


Neckband: Sew left shoulder seam. On right 
side with Size 5 needles & Color A — pick up 

and K 62 (70-78) sts around neck. K 1 row for 
turn then K 1 &P 1 in ribbing for 1°’. Bind 

off loosely in ribbing. Sew open shoulder, joining 
neckband. Fold to inside and sew. 


Armbands: On right side pick up and K 70 
(74-78) around armhole. Work same as neckband 
for %"’ but do not sew to inside. Sew side seams. 


FROTHY VEST 


NUMBER ST-4 
Small (6 to 8), Medium (10 to 12), Large (14). 


You Need: Columbia-Minerva 
FEATHER-DOWN (2 oz pull skein): 
4 (4-5) skeins 


Needle: One “Boye” crochet hook Size | 
Gauge: 4 sc & 3 spaces to 2” 


Ribbing: Ch 17. Starting in 2nd ch from hook 
work 1 sc in each ch across, ch 1, turn: 16 sc. 
Row 2: Through back loop only work 1 sc in 
each sc across, ch 1, turn. Repeat Row 2 for 
pat, working 43 (46-50) ridges. Ch 2, turn and 
work on top edge of ribbing: 


Body: [1 sc in next ridge, ch 1] 1 (1-3) times, 

in next ridge work [1 sc & ch 1] twice for an 

inc, 1 sc & ch 1 in each of the next 3 ridges, 

[1 sc & ch 1] twice in next ridge, repeat from 

* 9 (10-10) times more, work to end: 54 (58-62) 
pats across, ch 1 more to turn. 

Row 2: Skip first sc, 1 sc in next space, * ch 1, 
1 sc in next space, repeat from * across, ch 2, 
turn. Repeat Row 2 for pat, working to 6” 
above ribbing. 


Left Front: Work 13 (14-15) pats, turn. 

Dec Row: Draw up a loop in each of next 2 
spaces, yo & through all 3 loops on hook to 
dec 1 pat at armhole edge, work to end, ch 2, 
turn. Repeat Dec Row every other row 1 (1-2) 
times more, end at front edge. 


Neck: Dec 1 pat at front edge for neck, work 
to end, ch 2, turn. Dec at neck every 6th row 
once then every 4th row 4 (5-5) times. Work 
on rem’ing 5 pats to 7 (7%-8)” straight above 
underarm, fasten off. 


Back: Skip 2 sc on last long row for underarm, 

join yarn in next space, ch 2, work 24 (26-28) 

- pats, ch 2, turn. Dec 1 pat each side every other 
row 2 (2-3) times. Work on the 20 (22-22) pats 
to 2 rows less than front armhole. 


Shoulders: Work across 5 pats, ch 2, turn. Work 
1 row on 5 pats, fasten off. Skip 10 (12-12) pats 
for neck, join in next space, work rem’‘ing 5 pats, 
ch 2, turn & work 1 row more, fasten off. 


Right Front: Skip 2 pats on last long row for 
underarm, join in next space, ch 2, work rem’‘ing 
13 (14-15) pats, ch 2, turn. Work to correspond 
to other front. 


Edging: On right side, starting at underarm, 
work in pat around armhole for 1 row, join with 
sl st. Do not turn. 

Row 2: Working backward from left to right, 
work 1 sc in sc, * ch 1, 1 sc in next sc, repeat 
from * around, join & fasten off. On right side 
starting at lower right front edge, work 1 row of 
pat along front, around neck & on other front 
to correspond, fasten. Join yarn in first sc of 
last row, 1 sc in each sc & in each space of 
previous row, fasten. Place 5 markers on right 
front for buttonholes with first one %"’ above 
lower edge, and 5th at first neck dec. Join yarn 
in first sc of last row, * 1 sc in each sc to marker, 
ch 2, skip 2 sc for buttonhole, repeat from * 4 
times more, continue around in sc, fasten. Work 
1 more row with 2 sc in each buttonhole, do 
not fasten. Work backwards edging same as on 
armhole, with 1 sc & ch 1 in every other sc. 


Buttons: Cover small buttonrings with button- 
hole st, turn ridge to center and draw tog. 


SHRINK OF 
MANY COLORS 


NUMBER ST-5 
Small (6 to 8), Medium (10 to 12), Large (14). 


You Need: Columbia-Minerva 
NANTUK 4-PLY, FEATHER-DOWN or 
KNITTING WORSTED: About 6 ounces of 


assorted colors plus 2 ounces of Black 
Needle: One ‘’Boye” crochet hook Size G or H 
Gauge: 7 sts to 2”; 10 rows to 3” 


Pat St: Work each row ina new color. 

Row 1 — Right side: 1 dc in 4th ch from hook | 
to count as first dc, 1 dc in each rem’ing ch 
working off last 2 loops of last dc with next 
color. 

Rows 2, 3 & 4: Ch 1, turn, work 1 sc in each 
st, work off last st with next color. 

Row 5: Ch 3, to count as first st, turn, 1 dc in 
each sc. 

Row 6: Ch 1, turn and work 1 sc in each st. 
Row 7: Ch 3, turn and work 1 dc in each st. 
Repeat Rows 2 through 7 for pat. 


Body: Ch 106 (114-118). Work in pat on the 
104 (112-116) sts for 10’’ or to desired length. 


Front: Work 24 (26-27), turn. Dec 1 st at 
armhole edge every row 4 times And At The 
Same Time dec 1 st at front edge every %"’ 8 
(8-9) times. Work on the 12 (14-14) sts to 7% 
(8-8%)*’ straight above underarm. Fasten off. 


Back: Skip 4 sts on last long row. Join next 
color and work across next 48 (52-54) sts. 

In same color sequence as on front, dec 1 st each 
side on next 4 rows. Work on the 40 (44-46) sts 
to match front armhole. Next row sl st across 
12 (14-14) sts for shoulder, work to last 12 
(14-14) sts, fasten off. 


Front: Skip 4 sts on last long row and work 
other front to correspond. 

Seam shoulders. On right side with Black — 
starting at lower right front edge, crochet 1 row 
of sl st on front and neck edges, fasten off. On 
right side starting in first sl st, crochet 1 sc in 
back loop of each si st. Fasten off. Work same 
edging around armholes. 


SHELL 
SHRINK 


NUMBER ST-6 
Small (6 to 8), Medium (10 to 12), Large (14). 


You Need: Columbia-Minerva 
NANTUK SPORTS YARN (2 oz pull skein): 
1 skein each of ColorsA, B,C & D 


Needle: One ‘’Boye”’ crochet hook Size H 
Gauge: 2 shells to 3%” 


Note: Break off yarn at end of each shell row, 
working off last st of each row with next color. 


Body: Starting at lower edge with A — ch 104 
(116-128). 

Row 1: 1 sc in 2nd ch from hook, * skip 2 ch, 
in next ch work 5 dc for a shell, skip 2 ch, 1 sc 
in next ch, repeat from * across, change to B, 
ch 3, turn: 17 (19-21) shells across. 

Row 2: With ch-3 as first dc work 2 dc in 

first sc for % shell, 1 sc in center dc of next 
shell, * 5 dc in next sc, 1 sc in center of next 
shell, repeat from * across, end 3 dc in last sc 
for % shell, change to C, ch 1, turn: 16 (18-20) 
shells with % shell at each side. 

Row 3: 1 sc in first dc, 5 dc in next sc, * 1 sc 
in center of next shell, 5 dc in next sc, repeat 
from * across, 1 sc in turning-ch, change to D, 
ch 3, turn. Repeat Rows 2 & 3 for pat, working 
1 row each of Colors D, A, B & C to about 9%" 
from start, end with a B row. 


Armhole: Join C with an sc in center ‘of next 
full shell, work 3 shells, fasten off. 

Row 2: Turn, join D with an sc in center of 
shell, work 2 shells, fasten off, turn. 

Row 3: With A — work % shell in first sc, 1 sc 
in center of shell, 1 shell in next sc, 1 sc in 
center of shell, change to B, ch 3, turn. Change 
colors every row, repeat Row 3, working to 

7 (7%-8)” above underarm, fasten off. 


Small Only join next color in center of next 
free shell on last long row, 1 sc in center dc © 
of same shell, work 3 shells, fasten, turn. 


Medium & Large Only skip 1 (2) free shells on 
last long row, 1 sc in center of next shell, work 
3 shells, turn. 


All Sizes finish to correspond to other side. 


Back: Skip next full shell on last long row for 
underarm, join next color with an sc in center 
of next shell, work 6 (7-8) shells across back, 
fasten off, turn. 

Row 2: 1 sc in center of shell, work 5 (6-7) 
shells, fasten, turn. 


Row 3: % shell in first sc, 1 sc in next shell, 
work 4 (5-6) shells, % shell in next sc, change 
color, ch 3, turn. Continue in pat on 5 (6-7) 
shells — alternate rows have 4 (5-6) shells with 
Y% shell at each side — working to match front 
armholes, fasten. 


Waistband: Sew side & shoulder seams. Join 

D to first st on starting chain, ch 1 & 1 scin 
first space, * [ch 1 & 1 sc] twice in next space, 
ch 1, 1 sc in next space, repeat from * around: 
51 (57-63) sc & spaces, do not turn. Join in 
first space. Mark beg of rows. 

Row 2: * Ch 1,1 sc in next sc, repeat from * 
around. 

Dec Row: Ch 1, draw up a loop in each of 
next 2 sc, yo & through 3 loops for a dec, 
work in pat across, dec’ing 3 more times across. 
Work even for 7 more rows, sl st in next st, 
fasten. 

Armholes: Join D at underarm. Work ch 1 & sc 
around, holding in slightly. Work 2 more rows. 
Fasten off. 

Neckband: Join D to shoulder seam, work 3 
rows of ch 1 & sc around as on armholes.

NUMBER ST-7 
Small (6 to 8), Medium (10 to 12), Large (14). 


You Need: Columbia-Minerva 

NANTUK SWEATER & AFGHAN YARN 

(2 oz pull skein): 2 (3-3) skeins of Color A and 
1 each of ColorsB &C 


Needles: One pair each ‘‘Boye’’ Sizes 5 & 7 
Gauge: 5 sts to 1”; 13 rows to 2” 


Back: With Size 5 needles & Color A — cast on 
78 (82-88). K 1 &P 1 in ribbing for 1%’’. 
Change to Size 7 needles and work in St St to 
11°’ from start, end with a K row. Break off A. 
With B — work 6 more rows. Width is 15% 
(16%-17%)”’. 

Armholes: Bind off 6 at beg of next 2 rows. 

P the 66 (70-76) sts. Dec 1 st each side on 
next row. Break off B. With C — dec 1 st 

each side every other row 5 times more. Work 
on the 54 (58-64) sts to 7 (7%-8)” straight 
above underarm. Width is 10% (11%-13)”’. 
Shoulders: Bind off 7 (8-9) at beg of next 

4 rows. SI rem’‘ing 26 (26-28) to a holder. 
Front: Same as back to 3% (4-4%)” straight 
above underarm, end on wrong side. 

Neck & Shoulder: K 18 (20-22) & si them to 

a holder, K center 18 (18-20) & sl them to 2nd 
holder for neck, work to end. Dec 1 st at neck 
every other row 4 times. Work on the 14 (16-18) 
sts to match back armhole. Bind off 7 (8-9) at 
armhole edge twice. Starting at opposite neck 
edge, work other side. 

Neckband: Sew right shoulder seam. On right 
side with C — starting at open shoulder pick 

up & K 72 (76-80) sts around neck including 
holders. P 1 row & K 1 row for 6 rows. K next 
Prow. K 1 row & P 1 row for 6 more rows. 
Bind off. 


Armbands: Sew open shoulder, joining 
neckband. On right side with B — pick up & 
K 82 (84-86) around armhole. P 1 row, K 1 
row &P 1 row. P next row for turn. P 1 row 
& K 1 row for 4 more rows. Bind off. Sew 
side seams. Turn in facings and sew inside. 
Trim with ‘‘Slap-Ons”’ as desired.
